Sallie and JvUa Jeorger— Sidewalk, 
opening to basement, with cast iron 
door sad cement floor in basement of 
building now occupied by the Elite 
ConfeotloaeiY, West Second street, 
Third Ward. 

James M. Riley— Porch on rear of 
rcsidouce, frame and nietul roof, East 
Second street, Fifth Ward. 

J. Pickett Bouldin— Metal garage 
Lexington street. Fifth Ward. 

Mrs. Mattie Hills— Rear porch and 
cut door opening on same from seC' 
and floor. West Front street. Second 
Ward. 

.Mr. H. C. Curran, City Treasurer, 
was granted the floor to expUin the 
transfer of $1600 from the new brick 
street fund to the general fund. He 
said that 11800 more was due the gen 
eral fund from the same idacc. Af- 
ter some dlBCUBslon the matter was re- 
ferred to the W»y« and Means Com- 
mittee (or tnveitlgatlon, 

A ooauBWtoattoa from the Maya- 
vllle Water Ca, waa read, which pro 
tested against the use of the fire by 
drants for the purpose of eprinkling 
the streets and serving notice upon the 
city that it would be responsible for 
all damage done to the Water Com- 
pany's system. The matter waa refer' 
red to the Water and Internal Im- 
provement Committees.

Harrison, Smith and 
Thomas. A motion to suspend the 
rules was I(jhI llie same gentlemen 
voting against the motion. (Rules of 
the Council require a vote of eight 
members to suspend the rules.) 

A motion was then made to adopt 
thi budget as read, it being carried by 
a vole or seven to four. 

Some discussion was llien entered 
Into concerning sewers in various 
parts of the city. Ttle matter waa re 
ferred to the Internal Improvement 
Committee. 

On motion .Mr. John Supi) was al 
lowed to use the grounds on the north 
Hide of the railroad at the foot of Wall 
street tor the purpose of a garden. 

The resignation of Walter Scott a 
Janitor In the Council room was ro 
celved. Uu agreed to remain In that 
Miacity until a aneoessor ia obtained 
liowever. 

The Laws and Ordinance Committee 
was Instructed by the Council to bring 
In an ordinance requiring automobile 
owners to dim their lighta while In the 
city limits. 

A second motion to suspend the 
rules on the ordinance fixing the tax 
levy waa loat by a like vote. 
Council adjourned.

The limit of our national forbearance haa now been reached, 
and we have been foreed to enter the war llinist upon ua by tlif 
autocracy of a great nation. Toward the Oeriuau people, there cuu 
be no feeling of liatred; for, without doubt, an overwhelming ma- 
jority of them abhor the war and cxccrale the author of it, while 
those who iinvf Ikcii stimd to tlicds of violence were incited by the 
false ideas and false idiaU ilis.sciuinatcd by tlie Imperial German 
OoTemment. 

Why, then, do wc fight'/ Mcfnusc this snnic Imperial (ierman 
Government has forced war upon uh; lias nillilcssly destroyed the 
lives and property of our citizens; has incited the lawless eleint-nls 
of our population to riot and di.sonlcr ; has ph)ttcd against our (iov- 
erumeut and the peace and prosperity of our people. These ulone 
are sufBcient causes for any nation to wage war, but it would then 
he purely a war of revenge, iindassuch laeking in all that atones for 
the terrible waste of life. Healiaing this, our (iovernment was not 
easily provoked to arms, did not enter the universal conflict until 
it was certain that the very prineiples and ideals upon wliieh our 
Government was founded were ut stake. Then we took our stand 
to maintain— as far as it rests with human power— our high ideals 
of liberty ami d. niiicracy, not only for ourselves lint for ail the world.

The of- 
fer is nuide without conditions, without reservations, without e(|uivo- 
cation. We are confident that it represents the sentiment not only 
of the inendjers of the National Association ol' Mfunit'aeturers, liut 
of the nianufaelurers in every line of industry throughout the en- 
tire country. — ^American Industries.

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People generally have to he ni'ged to do wll.lt's ^'ond liii- them.

Mr. Charles U. Moiiurliy, former 
trainmaster on this section of the c. 
ft 0. railroad now Western Manager 
of the Cabin Creek Consolidated Coal 

and Colic Co., of Cincinnati, Ohio, re- 
cently muilo the following address to 
a banquet k'^o" f"r '^O''' oiicralors; 

To my mind, If there were ever a 
time wben the necessity existed for 
an organisation such as you gentle- 
men comprise it is the present. The 
unparalleled conditions surrounding 
the coal industry for the niujor por- 
tion ot the past year, and which may 
unquestionably be expected to obtain 
tor an Indeflnite period, make it high- 
ly Important that the reUtl handlers 
ot coal shrouid take inventory and 
compare notes. 

Coming together as you have, at 
this season, tor the sober considera- 
tion of the problems with which you 
are confronted, Is a worthy commen- 
tary on your business sagacity. 

Tlie manner In which your initial 
convention has been conducted, free 
from the customary horse play that 
is wont to attend meetings ot this 
character, emphasizes your realiipa- 
tion of the serious business you have 
hjid Iicforc yon. and bodes well for 
thi( future Interests of your associa 
tlon, 

No man can become too thoroughly 
oonversant with conditions affecting 
bis business, and I feel that as a rep- 
resentative of a large producing com- 
pany I may not bo out ot order If I 
endeavor to bring to your attention 
Rome facts pertinent to tho present con 
ditions affecting the coal industry aa 
viewed from t|ie shipper's standpoint 

Naturally. I am chiefly tainlllar with 
statistics applying to the company I 
represent, and I will asli your Indul- 
gence if I make Uiie of this data by 
way of Illustration. In reality the 
same relative are applicable in the 
ease ot all mines in the Chesapeake ft 
Ohio field. 

Our Company operates twenty 
mines, hnvinn at this time an asmre- 
gate dally capacity of lU.lOO tons, or 
in other words, 202 fifty-ton cars. 
These mine ratings are established 
and revised by the railroad company, 
who employ what Is known as an nl- 
lotinciit coniniissluii, whose duty it is 
to ascertain hy actual tests and other 
Investlgatlous (he maximum loading 
capacity of fach mii^e. From this you 
will pitderstan4 that these ratings 
represent as nearly as possible the 
actual daily productive capacity ot the 
mines. 

With a rated allotment of i!i.s nfty- 
ton cars, or 9,900 tons per day, we 
received In the month of January tl^d 
equivalent of 10.88 full car supplies, 
and loaded but 107,725 tons; or put" 
tiuK it in another way, our mines ran 
the equ|vKlant of 10.88 full days out 
Of 27 working days in that month. 

In the month of February, with an 
allotment of 10,000 tons, or 200 flfty- 
ton cars per day, we received the 
equivalent of 7.64 full car supplies; 
our mines working, in Esther words. 
7.64 full days out of a possible ii4 
working days, and loaded 75,35,'i tons. 

In the month ot March, on an allot- 



ment ot 10,000 tons per day, our mines 
worked the equivalent of S.B0 full 
days out of 27 worUng days, recelv- 
ng in the aggregate 8.60 full car sup- 
piles, and loading 86,080 tons. 

The figures tor the first three weeks 
ot the present month, April — the 
month which since time immemorial 
has invariably witnessed tho coal 
business, In all Its brunches, at Its 
lowest ebb, and with an over supply 
ot cart, will serve as a startling in- 
dex to what the Immediate future 
promises in the direction ot the car 
supply. 

During this period, embracing 18 
working days, and with a new allot- 
ment ot 10,100 tons per days, our 
mines have received In the aggregate 
S.20 full car supplies, and have work- 
ed, in other words, the equivalent of 

.'0 full days. 

Summarised, out ot a grand total ot 
I working days since January 1, we 
have been tarnished only a sufllolent 
number ot cars to run our mines the 

equivalent of 32 days, or in Other 
words, 3;) per cent ot our full capac- 
ity. 

Some slight deviation is to be found 
as between the figures I have given 

and the records of the railway com- 
pany, from the fact that under their 

system of cur distribution tbo mines 
are penalized by added supply charges 
when, due to accidents or other causes 
they fall to load out currently all cars 
available, 

I shall not comment on the in- 
creased cost of production necessarily 
resulting from this state of affairs. 
You can well appreciate how your 
handling costs would increase wore 
you cbitged to lock your gates three 
or four dsys out of every week, while 
your I'orses or auto trucks stood Idle, 
with your overhead charges unre- 
duced. 

In presenting this data my purpose 
has been to attempt merely to ac- 
quaint you with some first-hand infor- 
mation indicative of the seriousness 
of the prevailing car shortage, .ind, 
my friends, there can be no overesti- 
mating the real seriousness of this 
situation, ^ 

Corroboration ot the conditions I 
have depicted Is to be found in re- 
ports ot the United States OeologU al 
Survey, which recently undertook the 
publication of a monthly compara-- 
tive statement relating to coal pro- 
duction. 

For your inlormatton, these state- 
ments as now published embrace llg- 
ures submitted monthly by some flfty- 
odd railroads, and cover approximate- 
ly 68 per cent of the total shipments 
of bituminous coal In this country, and 
it is ot course reasonable to assumo 
that the same relative eompariflOD 
would apply In the ease of the miss* 
InR rosds. 

Selecting the statements covering 
the busiest s.i]( months of the year, or 
from September to February, incli;- 
sive, we find an increase In Septeri- 
ber, 1916, as compared with Septem- 
ber.

In the month of .November the de- 
crease shown as compared with No-

In Deeember ahlpment of 4U,1M 
cars were reported, as compared with 
687,«47 In December, 1916, a decrease 
ot approximately 50,000 care, «r two 
and one-half million tons. 

The figures tor January, 1»17, show 
a slight tnorsaae, about 800,000 tons, 
as oomparea irlOi Amnenri of the pre- 
vious year. 

In February of this year 641,216 
cars are reported, aa against 597,434 
in February last year, a decrease ot 
over 6(^)00 care, or approximately 
two an* three*«ttarter million tons. 

A recapitulation of these figures 
shows that over seven million tons 
less were shipped during tho six 
months ending March 1 than during 
the corresponding period last year. 

In the letter aocompanylng the first 
of these reports, Mr. George ■ Otis 
Smith, director ot the Oeologtcal Sur- 
vey, had this to say: 

"In sending out this, tho flrst 
monthly statement issued by the Geo- 
logical Survey, retatlve to coal pro- 
duction In the United States, I be- 
lieve that the Survey Is furnishing 
the railroads and the coal industry, as 
well as the general public, informa- 
tion that Is timely and valuable, it Is 
well recognized that the rate of pro- 
duction ot coal, like that ot pig iron, 
Is an Important tndei of general in- 
dustry conditions, the trend which Is 
being keenly watched today by ail 
men of affairs. The statements are 
Intended to furnish a basis for com- 
parison ot the fluotatlons in eoal ship- 
menta from month to month." 

We are ready to agree with Mr. 
Smith that under normal tratdc con- 
ditions, the rate of production of coal 
could be taken "as Index to general 
industrial conditions," but in the pres- 
ent olroumstanoes, with the demand 
and consumption at a higher ebb than 
ever before, the figures compiled by 
his Department, covering the period 1 
have referred to, must be taken rath- 
er as an "index" to the deplorable 
transportation conditions throughout 
the country. 

Further In connection with this suii- 
Ject, the report compiled by the 
American Railway Association, made 
public on March 22nd. gives some ex- 
ceedingly Interesting information ot a 
retrospective character; this report 
shows that the net shortage of freight 
cars on March Ist was 124,97;[ as com- 
pared with a sborUge of 109,988 on 
Fsbmanr 1st, an Inoreaae of 16,000 
cars, and adds: 

"For the whole period of nearly 
eight years preceding the middle of 
August of last year, there had been a 
continuous net of surplusage of cars 
not In use on American railroads, ex- 
cept tor about one month in 1909, 
throe months In 1912, one month In 
1913, and the month of March last 
year. In 1908 there was at one time 
a surplusago ot over 413,006 ears, and 
no time daring the year were there 
less than 100,000 idle ears. From No' 
vember, 1918, until March, 1913. un- 
til March, 1916, there was a contlnu 
ouB surplusage of cars, the number 
running In October, 1914, to over 200,- 
000, when the figures became so large 
that the American Railway Associa- 
tion stopped compiling them. Com- 
pllatlon was resumed on February 1. 
1915, when idle cars still nnmbered 
over 279,000." 

The Daily Pr«ts ot the 2tad Inst 
carried the following dispatdi. dated 
New York. April 2Ut: 

"The largest freight ear shortage 
ever reported by American railroads 
existed April Ist, it was announced 
here today by the American Railway 
Association. The shortage on that 
date was 148,069 ears, an Increase of 
18,977 ears a« eempared with March 
1st."

If we are ready to admit that there 
is a frightfully Inadequate car snp- 
ply, the question then Is: What has. 

A'hat 
is to be its effect In relation to the 
coal Industry, and fat partloular to thi 
reUil braaoh of the business; and 
what course lies open in the way of a 
remedy ?

boom, the transportation lines of the 

country, harassed on the one side by 
proniisuous uud mischievous lugi na- 
tion, and un the other bund, by in- 
creased expenses and decreased 'sara- 
ings, were without the meana with 
which to increase their facilities. 

Re that as it may, the lamsntabla 
fact is with us, and has been wUh ui 
dally, for the better part ot a year, 
that the railroads have proven them- 
selves physically unprepared to ren- 
der anything approaching the roaxl- 
inuiii KiTvice necessary to handle the 
pii sent conmierce of the country and 
(ulli'clively unable to cope With the 
new order of things. 

We are merely wasting time in com- 
liiuining about the railroads. They 
may cvi'Mtnally be bruut;lit up to a 
slate sonicwlieri' near aduquute, 
whether through government control. 
Improved methods, or otherwise, but 
it is sheer tolly to hope that increased 
rucllities sufficient to meet the present 
ratio ot business, can be provided 
within the next one or two years. We 
are Idee to face with a condition which 
is vitally affecting ail et our interests, 
and It is the present with which we 
have to deal. 

We are at least partially familiar 
with some of the causes that huvr 
brought about this condition, and wu 
are regretfully couscrvant with its ef- 
fect upon the coal industry in particu 
lar. The' problem confronting us is 
seek to apply a remedy that will at 
least minimize, if not prevent u recur- 
rence, during the coming full and win 
ter, ot the distressing experience 
through which we have but lately 
emerged; and that remedy, my dealer 
friends, so far as the domestlo busi- 
ness is concerned. Ilea prinolpally in 
your bands. 

The coal operator is powerless, be- 
cause he la at the mercy of the rail- 
roads. No Immediate Improvenwnt In 
transportation conditions can be ex- 
pected unless there is a check to our 
present Industrial activity. Any rem- 
edy so tar as the immediate distribu- 
tion ot coal for domestic purposes is 
ooneomed, rosta in the hands ot the 
retailer. He must aoquaint hta cus- 
tomers in thorough fashion with the 
imperative necessity of taking their 
coal, and In the maximum quantity, as 
quickly as possible within the next 
ninety days. In my ophiion but lit- 
tle nrgini tn this dlreetion will be ne- 
cessary. In any event, I am thorotfgh- 
ly convinced from what I know of tho 
spirit of this Organization, that you 
gentlemen have been quick to recog- 
nize the exigency ot the situatiea, and 
will find and anploy the mean to 
cope with It 

Not only will it be to your lndlvld<- 
ual interest to push forward in every 
possible manner the early deliveries 
of household coal, but your duty to 
society demands your best efforts in 
tUs dhreetlon.
